Captain, W. Us Moore, RN. of the H.M. 
surveying vessel Rar d/er, the NV. C, Daily News 
says, has lately been‘engaged in observing the 
celebrated, “bore” of the Tsien-tang River, 
Captain Moore regards this as onc of the sights 
‘af the world, which no resident in or visitors to 
China should miss secing. It occurs twice gin 
every twenty-four hours, being most remarkable 
at spring tides, Captain Moore is about to read | 
a paperon the subject at the next meeting of the | 
China Branch of the R.A.S., but. meanwhile he 
has kindly favoured us with the following-notes, 
which ought to tempt many people, who are 
contemplating an’ up-country trip, to, make 
Haining their objective paint:— 

The best place to sce the phenomenon is from 
the sea-wall at Haining, about two miles cast of 


ithe Bhota Pagoda, where there is a violent 


rebound. of the flood stream and consequent 
uprising of the water: behind the front of the 
bore.’ The bore can be scen approaching from’ 
the upper gallery of the pagoda’ about to to 12 
tiles distant; and heard on a still night one 
hour before it arrives, when it is 12 to 13 miles 
distant.’ It Is highest as_a whole, and most 
regular in forth, opposite the pagoda, which it 
passes at full andchange of the moon, at a speed 
of 12 to 1B knots an hour, precisely as the moon 
crosses the: meridian of that spot. It has its 
origirvoff Chi-san, a cape about cightcen miles 
East by South .of Haining, and_ travels 
to six miles above the city . of Hang- 
chow, a total distance of 4z miles. Under 
certain combinations of wind, ‘spring-tide, and 
rains up-country, it. commences as far cast as 
Chapoo, and retains its distinctive character to 
about 30 miles. above the cily, a total distance 
of. over go miles. ‘The general height of the 
bore, that isthe crown of the cascade, varies at 
spring tide from 7 to rt feet, It has been 
seen much higher on the approach of a typhoon 
and consequent banking. up of the water’ in 
Chapoo Bay.’ The water raised'by the rebounds 
from the sea’ wall, especially that mentioned in 


‘the foregoing remarks,. mounts toa height of 


20 feet or more above the level of the river in the 
same sot five minutes before. : 

At neap. tides the bore sometimes does not 
attain a height of over 3 fect; but the speed of 
its progress still renders it.too formidable to be 
encountered by the largest boats. : Navigation 
for ships in the Tsientang is not practicable, 
though the depth of. water is sufficient—if time 
of tide is regarded—to rench Haining from the 
ocean in vessels of 15 fect» draught and to 
anclor off the Pagoda, eee i
